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DETAILED ACTION 

Status 

1. Currently claims 1-61 are pending in this application and are subject to restriction 
requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
A first species as best illustrated in claims 1-16,26-36, 38, 43-49 and 57-61. 
A second species as best illustrated in claims 17-25,37,39-42 and 50-56. 
The species are independent or distinct because claims to the different species 
recite the mutually exclusive characteristics of such species. In addition, these species 
are not obvious variants of each other based on the current record. Applicant is required 
under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to 
which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 
Currently, no generic claims. For example the cited section are mutually exclusive 
characteristics, in claims 17-25,37,39-42 and 50-56, a adaptive filtering of sensor data 
based on variance measurements. 
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Species are always the specifically different embodiments. Species (maybe either) 
independent or related as disclosed (See MPEP 806.04(e) and 806.04(b)) 
Note: in this case, the species are best illustrated using the specification, MPEP 809.02(a) [R-3] ).
